SIMPLE INSTRUCTIONS FOR PLANTING JACKSON’S GRASS SEED 

In planting Bermuda or other small grass seeds it is best to have the 
land thoroughly cleaned and firm before planting. The seeds of grasses 
are so extremely small as to be able to come up through only a thin layer 
of soil. The covering of the seeds can scarcely be too shallow. The seeds 
may then be scattered over the land by hand, or by using a small hand 
seeder, such as is listed in this catalog. After sowing, a hand rake should 


be used, which will mix the seeds with the soil so they will be slightly 
covered, then keep ground wet by thorough sprinkling until the grass 
comes to a sufficient stand. 

Most plant experts consider stable manure more harmful than good for 
lawns. Large quantities of noxious weed seeds are broadcast in this way, 
and the lawn is an unsightly mess for months after the first application. 


Use a complete plant food instead.
